ber of the city council, school board, 
etc., filling all positions with distinc­ 
tion and honor. 
He was a quiet and 
unassuming man, but always took an 
active part in public affairs that were 
for the betterment and upbuilding of 
his town and county, and he will be 
missed.

Standard Test Reveals High Scores 
Among I>eratur Children 
Superintendent L. B. Gill of the 
D ecatur schools adm inistered a stan­ 
dard achievement test to the 85 pupils 
in the 7th grade on May 20tli and 
found the class above the average re­ 
quired for that grade. 
To be up to? 
standard the class was required to 
make an average of 90 score points 
on each of the ten tests given. 
When 
the results were tabulated 
it was 
found that tile. class had averaged 
91.6 score points. 
This showed an 
achievement cf grade 8.3. 
The Deca­ 
tur children made their highest scores 
in arithm etic. 
The average for the 
class in arithm etic reasoning test was 
105.5 ami th at in arithm etic computa­ 
tion 103.4. 
The lowest average was 
in the literature test where the score 
fell to 77.6. 
When the ages of the 
children were compared with their ad­ 
vancement it was found th a t they 
were considerably ahead o f-th e stan­ 
dard.

educational 
age is divided by his actual age the 
result is called his educational quo­ 
tient. 
The educational quotient of the 
entire class of the 35 children in the 
Decatur school was found to be 106 
when the standard educational quo­ 
tient is IOO-

In the five years ending 1928 there 
were 18,705 cars of fru its and vege­ 
tables unloaded in Dallas. 
These un­ 
loads did not Include all kinds of 
fruits and vegetables, but only the 
eighteen mentioned further on. 
Of 
these unloads, only 8,563, or 19 per 
cent, came from T exas; 541, or nearly 
3 per cent, were imported, while 3 4,- 
601, or about 78 per cent came from 
twenty-five other states. 
During the saline period there were 
11,047 cars unloaded at Fort Worth, 
of which 1,756, or 16 per cent, were 
from Texas; 300. or nearly 3 per ten t 
were im ported; 8,891, or about 81 per 
cent, 
came from 
twenty-five other 
states.

The above figures are taken from 
the United States departm ent of agri­ 
culture 
records, and 
are the only 
figures available. 
Fog Houston, San 
Antonio and Et Paso, sim ilar figures 
are only obtainable for the years 1927 
and 3928 and are as follow s:

"Supplies are the smallest 
since 
1925 and cotton is disappearing a t a 
rapid rate,” Air. Nichols said. 
“In 
April, 632,000 bales were consumed in 
the United States and 454,000 bales 
were exported, m aking a total disap­ 
pearance <** 1,088,000 bales. 
If the 
same ratio between disappearance and 
carryover is preserved as last year, 
the carryover on August 1 will be re­ 
duced to about 1,875,000 bales.

over, 
this estim ate is conservative, 
since consumption and exports are on 
a larger scale this year than last.”
